The wills abstracted herein were done by the Lachlan McIntosh Chapter, 
D.A.R., Savannah, Georgia, in 1954. The original wills were found in the 
Office cf the Judge of the Court of Ordinary, Liberty County, Hinesville, 
Georgia, and loaned to Mrs. Mary Givens Bryan, Director, Department of Archives 
and History, 1516 Peachtree, N.W., Atlanta, to restore and microfilm, After 
laminating the original wills and microfilming them, the Director of the Depart- 
ment of Archives and History, sent them to Mrs. L. M. Hawes, Director, Georgia 
Historical Society, 501 Whitaker Street, Savannah, Georgia, where Mrs. Hawes 
and Mrs, Eugene A. Stanley, of Savannah, made them accessible to the Lachlan 
McIntosh Chapter, D.A.R., Mrs. Charles C. Bush, Regent, to abstract as a 

D.A.R. project. Copies of the abstracts were sent to the National Society, 
D,A.R,. Library, Washington, D. C., Department of Archives and History, Atlanta, 
and the Georgia Historical Society, Savannah, for the Lachlan McIntosh Chapter 
Collection, at the Society. 


The original wills were returned to the Department of Archives and History, 
and they, in turn, replaced the original wills, alphabetcially arranged, re- 
stored and microfilmed, in the Office of the Judge of the Court of Ordinary, 
Liberty County, Hinesville Courthouse. These wills were those originally 
offered for probate, and most of them appear in the probated will books 
in the Ordinary's office, Hinesville, Georgia. Seven wills were found after 
the abstracting was done by the Lachlan McIntosh Chapter, Savannah, and have 
been abstracted and added tc this volume by the Department of Archives and 
History. The wills added are as follows: ANN BRADFORD; HENRY N, BUTLER; 
SHADRACH BUTLER; MARTHA CARTER; ANN GIRARDEAU; SARAH GIRARDEAU; and PALMER 
GOULDING,
